To Test Defense 


Units Monday 


Out-of-Town Judges 
To Check Responses 
To Local Incidents 


An extensive series of test exer- 
cises' for most units of the various: 
local civilian defense groups will be 
held Monday evening from 7:00 to 
7:30, according to orders received 
from the controller of the Law- 
rence authorities and emanating di- 
rectly from the state public safety 
committee. The civilian: population 
of the affected area will take no 
part im the test, and no warning 
signals will be used. 

The itest will be judged by sev- 
eral out-of-town referees, who will 
drive to places in town of their own 
choosing and hand incidents: to the 
wardens on duty thene. They will 
judge both the warden’s correct re- 
port on the incident, and the re- 
siponsie of the various relief units to 
the summons by the report center. 

The ttest will not be concerned 
with speed of mobilization of the 
different units, but ‘with the speed 
and accuracy with which they carry 
out their assignments. Besides the 
wardens, members of the auxiliary 
police, rescue and other depart- 
ments are expected to be om hand. 
Medical personnel may not ibe fully 
mobilized, but ithey will be repre- 
sented by vehicles sent to the 
points requested. 

It is expected that only a few in- 
cidents) will be given the wardens, 
and that the test for most of them 
will be concluded at 7:30, although 
units will remain on duty until re- 
lieved by the proper authorities.

Leaves Of Absence 


Will Be Granted Only 
To School Employees 
Entering Armed Forces 


The school committee, at its 
meeting Tuesday evening, adopited 
a policy of not granting leaves of 
absence to school employees desir- 
ing to take up defense work. Such 
pensions will hereafter be obliged to 
resign outright from their positions: 
and waive any priority status they 
may have because of their previous 
employment im the school depart- 
ment. Employees leaving to become 
members of the armed forces, how- 
ever, will be granted leaves of ab- 
sence for the duration of the war. 

The committee also decided to 
put in all coal supplies for next sea- 
som as soon as possible. Tio this 
end, ithe old coal bunkers im the 
basement of the Jacksom school ane 
being cleaned out. At the present 
time, the space isi used for storage 
by the school department and the 
Adventurers, local dramatic society, 
but such materials will be ttaken 
elsewhere, and the old entrances to 
the bunkers reopened.

Andover Residents Sign 
3200 War Bond Pledges 


Last year, Andover helped give 
a Spitfire plane to Andover, Eng- 
land, and a battleship, through the 
contributions of school children, to 
the United States. This year, judg- 
ing from first returns from the re- 
cent bond drive, it will be able to 
finance a couple of airplanes or 
part of a submarine towards the 
final defeat of the Axis, and all by 
itself. 

Figures on the total amount 
pledged are as yet incomplete, since 
a large number of forms were 
turned in after Tuesday, when the 
campaign ended. Returns up to 
then, however, indicate that 3200 
Andover residents intend to buy 
$2833.81 worth of bonds and stamps 
by the week, $6247.95 more by the 
month, $42,317.50 per year. That 
makes a really astounding yearly 
total of $264,651.02.

League Of Women Voters . -. 


The Andover League of Women 
Voters has recently issued a leaflet 
on rationing which makes several 
interesting points. 

First, according to the leaflet, 
people bid against each other for 
scarce goods as shortages develop, 
and prices skyrocket. Price ceilings 
merely say how much a person 
shall pay, not how much they shall 
buy. The result is, that “if the long 
purse is to be kept from buying up 
all that is on the market, some way 
must be found to parcel out scarce 
goods so that each person may 
have his fair share, regardless of 
income, This is rationing.” 

Shortages inevitably occur in war 
time, continues the leaflet, because 
sources of supply are cut off, plants 
making civilian goods are converted 
to war production, and manpower 
moves into the armed forces or into 
war industry. Civilians must divide 
among themselves the goods left 
over, and unless this is done in an 
pa way, great inequalities re- 
sult, 


The Office of Price Administra- 
tion has been given full power to 
ration all goods to meet civilian 
personal needs. Products for other 
than civilian needs may be rationed 
by the War Production Board and 
other agencies, 

OPA enforces its orders. through 
the power given it to regulate or 
prohibit the sale of products to re- 
tailers or wholesalers who violate 
rationing orders, and by taking any 
other feasable measures. It is hoped 
that, in the case of sugar, the use 
of the stamp system for keeping 
track of the total supply from its 
source ito the ultimate user will 
eliminate chances for violation. 

Rationing is administered by 
three-man boards in some 8,000 
communities, It is the integrity and 
responsible administration of these 
men which must determine how 
much centralization and policing 
will be necessary.

Facing the facts of the future is 
what the schiool board did recently 


when; it voted to institute a course 
in aeronautics. It is ‘a recognition 
of the tremendous effect that avia- 
tion is having on the world today, 
and of the less destructive and 
more progressive effect it will have 
on the world of the future. 

Everyone knows how very im- 
portant aeronautics have become, 
and no one will question the wis- 
dom of the school committee im tak- 
ing this sitep. Yet the adoption of 
such a subject can’t help but make 
one think of other phases of life 
that we’re overlooking im our edu- 
cation today. We’ve added science 
after science, and rightfully we 
should, but we’re neglecting some 
of the other things. 

There are those who advocate a 
returm to the three R’s, but they’re 
not taken very seriously thesie days. 
There’s another “R,”’ however, that 
we should return to, amd if you are 
one of those to whom the word ‘‘Re- 
ligion” is) silly, call it “Rightful- 
ness.” Call it justice, or call it the 
desire to treat one’s neighbor as 
one’s self. We have been hasiten- 
ing to the new books on the new 
subjects, and we've forgotten the 
greatest book of all, The Bible. 

It had a few Commandmenits in 
it, neither hard to learn nor hard to 
follow. It wouldn’t take very much 
ttime off the school day to do a 
little drilling on ‘this subject. Of 
course here in the United States 
we've granted freedom of worship, 
and a good many of us have taken 
it more as a freedom not to wor- 
ship. We are very, very careful not 
to put any religious teaching into 
tthe public schools, for fear some 
teacher would iteach some child 
something in some religion thait the 
child’s parent does not want taught. 
That object can still be accom- 
plished without transigressing free- 
dom of religion, for in all proba- 
bility ithe local clergymen would be 
glad ito do the teaching, and they 
would teach only those children 
whose parents had assented. Cer- 
tainly, a fear such as this has: con- 
tributed largely to the apparent de- 
celine in the proportion of people at- 
tending church today, and the de- 
cline in the desire ito live life as 
The Bible would have us live it. 

Why are aeronautics important? 
Why suddenly does the world rea- 
lize the importance of this subject. 
Because a Nation decided to forget 
religion, decided to put the Sitate 
above God, decided to rule the 
world by force instead of by jus- 
tice. It used airplanes to help it in 
this diabolical plan, and now we 
have to teach aviation im order to 
counteract it. Why not go "way 
back and teach our children the dif- 
ference between right amd wrong, 
because fundamentally that’s where 
the whole war started.

have a ration card in order to pur- 
chase gasoline for vehicles or boats, 
once the rationing program hag be- 
gun. Nene 

Ration cards are of five kinds, 


depending on the mileage of each 
vehicle per day. For Form A, for 
instance, if the total average daily 
mileage is less tham 13 miles per 
day to get to and from his work, 
or while engaged in his work, a 
person does not have to fill out an 
application, but the presentation of 
his registration card is sufficient 
for obtaining Form A. 


Persons who drive a total average 
mileage of 13 through 18 miles a 
day to carry on their work may 
register for ration card B-1; card 
B-2 is based on mileage figures of 
19 to 24 miles a day, and card B-3 
applies to owners who must drive 
25 miles or over each day. 

If the owner is one who uses his 
car or other vehicle all, or subsitan- 
tially all, for business purposes, and 
these businesses fall into one of 
certain categories, he will qualify 
for ration card X. Owners of in- 
board motor boats must apply for 
either ration card A or ration card 
X, depending upon the use of the 
boat. 


Meanwhile, sugar rationing is to 
close this evening, and Superinten- 
dent Erickson has announced that 
each stamp will be good for one 
pound of sugar. The stamps may 
be used according to the following 
schedule: Stamp No. 1: May 5 to 
May 16; Stamp 2, May 17 to 30; 
Stamp 3, May 31 to June 13; Stamp 
4, June 14 to June 27. 

It will be noticed from the sched- 
ule that the freezing period on 
sugar has ended,as of lastSaturday, 
and sales are now permitted in all 
the local stores. 


All of 10,089 people have regis- 
tered for ration books during the 
first three days, and 9838 ration 
books have been issued them, Supt. 
Erickson estimates that 90.74 per- 
cent of Andover’s population has 
now been registered. 


Yesterday’s registration figures 
were: Registered in morning, 16 ap- 
plications, 16 books issued; at Pun- 
chard high school, 1020 applica- 
tions, 991 ‘books issued; Stowe 
school, 488, 420; Shawsheen, 469, 
464; Bradlee, 245, 245; West Center, 
263, 244; Indian Ridge, 207, 205.
